REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In Declaration under 37 CFR 1 .132 signed by Rudy Rulkens and submitted on 

4/30/2008, Applicant repeated the Examples 1 and 2 of the reference, which 

represented the closest prior art (Berger, WO 9724389 and US Patent 5859177). Mr. 

Rulkens found that at Berger's conditions a VNint value measured as 97-99% of 

VNend. 

As a result, Berger fails to meet the limitation of the independent claim 1 claiming 
"the polyamide has an intermediate-viscosity corresponding with a viscosity number 
VNint and at the end of step (b) the polyamide polymer has an end-viscosity 
corresponding with a viscosity number VNend, whereby VNint is at most 90% of VNend, 
measured according to ISO 307".
